as a food, both for babies and for 
adults, that one was tempted to swear 
that he would, hereafter, make skim 
milk and buttermilk the chief of his 
diet and eat chicken and beef steak 
about once a year, or thereabouts, as) 
a species of mild dissipation, 

The profesor began by remarking 
that 18 per cent of all food consumed 
had its origin in the dairy and that 
the cost of approximately 20 per cent, 
of all that was paid out for food was) 
spent for milk and its derivatives in-| 
dicated its important place in the 
human dietary. We were In the habit 
of measuring food in terms of money 
but he preferred to measure it in 
terms of human infants In the 
United States 1,500,000 infants under 
one year of age were supported by 
cows' milk, as about one fourth of 
the mothers of the country were un-j| 
able to feed their own children, 


Strength and Stamina 


In raising children, as well as lve} 
stock, it was necessary to give food 
that would produce strength and} 
stamina and to use materials that! 
could not be very well sent to the) 
Allies, and of these foods milk was) 
of prime importance. 

Charts were exhibited by the lec- 
turer to show the contrast in the 
growth of animals fed wholly or in| 
part on milk with those which were) 
not, greatly to the advantage of the} 
former, 

“The ery of Burope,"” declared the 
professor, “ is not for bulk but for! 
protein, for meat and milk, meat for 
the adult and milk for the growing 
young.” 

Protein, he explained, was the mus- 
cle building element of foods, and 
milk was especially rich in it. Of the 
12 per cent of solids entering Into 
it 41 per cent was bone building, 55 
per cent meat building and the re-! 
mainder, fats. It was a popular fal- 
vey that every child was a law unto 
itself, It was a dangerous falacy, 
however, for it stood to reason that 
every child needed bone and muscle} 
bullding elements in its food and that! 
if these were not given it could not 
possibly grow and develop as nature 
intended 

Another series of charts showed 
that from experiments on pigs, stam- 
ina and strength combined with a 
proper proportion of fat and other 
structure, was obtained by the use of 
milk of medium richness.

He spoke of the nrejudice that some 
people hed against Holstein cattle. In 
reply to this he commended the Hol- 
stein as a thoreughly dual purpose 
animal and that a calf could be 
brought up to 800 or 900 pounds tn 
a year if kept in a warm place, The 
cold weather was hard on them, This 
breed could be produced as cheaply 
as any other, and were thoroughly 
satisfactory ag a beef animal. 

J, A. Davies, of Clover Bar, with 
characteristic energy, at once told his 
hearers that they must wake up, then 
he »rocecued with w budget of fun and 
information mixed in suitable doses 
that there was no danger of their go- 
ing asleep, 

Mle was most emphatie in congratu- 
lating the department on bringing the 
convention to Edmonton this year, 
This was the first time it had been 
held here and it was the logical place 
for it, being situated in the midst of 
the best dairy country in the prov- 
ince. Here they could grow the feed 
that was required to produce the max- 
{mum amount of milk with the mini- 
mum amount of cost for the feed. In 
considering the dairy business there 
were three things that could not be 
separated—the man, the cow and the 
feed. No two of them were any use 
without the third, tle considered the 
dairy business a profession, rather 
than a trade, as it had been called by 
one of the speakers, 

Feeding 

Mr. Davies then gave some very 
pertinent practical information re- 
garding his experience with feeding. 
If timothy was cut very green it was 
a most satisfactory feed, and he claim- 
ed that in his experience cows on a 
timothy pasture, would give more milk 
than coWs on a wild pasture and 
grain. This could be noticed in one 
d after changing to the timothy 
sture. He used to give grain the 
ir around, but now he did not feed 
grain when they were on timothy 
pasture. 

Mr, Davies said that he had started 
in the dairy business with two cows, 
He had been milking cows for 86 years 
and 24 of those had been in this dis- 
trict. When he decided make a 
business of dairying he had gone In 
for Ayreshires, but had sold them and 
fone in for Holsteins altogether, Then 
he spoke of the necessity of testing. 
When he had first tested his milk he 
had found that his pet cow the one 
giving the greatest quantity, was real- 
ly the worst cow in the herd. 

He had water in his barn, but he 
found it better for the cows to 
be watered out doors, They heated the 
Water and turned .ne cows out for it 


wy 


and had never found them any the 
worse for it. 
Barley as Feed 
He had no use for barley as feed 


for a milk cow, but in this he knew he 
would meet plenty of opposition from 
dairymen, He would not feed it if he 
got it for nothing. we preferred bran 
and oats und, moreover, he would not 
the feed. 

Concluding, Mr. Davies said he had 
the vision of Alberta being to Canada 
what Wisconsin was to the United 
States.

Authorities say the butter exhibits 
this year compare most favorably with 
those of last year. There were one or 
two samples in the June group not 
quite up to last years samples, but 
tne special excellence of other sam- 
ples from the same tactories for other 
months brought the average to about 
the same as lasi year.

OTTAWA, Feb. 20.—The central ap- 
peal judge has refused the applicatinos 
for exernption from military service 
made of two school teachers, named 
Letourneau and Morel. The men are 
teachers in the St. Charles school, a 
school under the control of the Roman 
Catholic school commission in Mont- 
real, Special interest is attached to 
the cases in view of the fact that the 
applications of 145 teachers are af-| 
fected by the result of the appeal. 

In the two cases exemption was re-| 
fused by Mr. Justice Duclos. The! 
central appeal judge held that, “al-} 
though the circumstances of the prov- 
ince of Quebec connected with ele- 
mentary education differ in some im- 
portant respects from those in other| 
provinces, these cases are not essen-| 
tially distinguishable from those al-| 
ready decided by the central appeal}

The Bolsheviki having demobi- 
lized the Russian army, the Ger- 
man forees have proceeded to 
over-run another area of Russian 
territory, and the annexation of 
two additional Russian Provinces 
to Germany has been formally 
agreed to by the Petrograd 
oligarchy. Whether the Bolshe- 
viki were acting on the principle 
of ‘‘peace at any price,’’ or 
whether they have been paid a 
price to prepare the way for a 
Berlin ‘‘peace,’’ it amounts to the 
same thing. 


“‘Unthinkable,’’ 

Years ago Mr. Asquith voiced 
the heart-felt wish of the people of 
both countries when he said it was 
*funthinkable’’ that Great Britain 
and the United States should ever 
find themselves again at war, If 
the statement won popular ap- 
proval at the time, it would seem 
elementary after what has occur- 
red in the meantime. It is ‘*un- 
thinkable’’ now that the people of 
these two countries should ever 
again fall into the foolish bicker- 
ings which alleged statesmen on 
either side have used in past years 
ay & means of creating political of 
fect. If there is anything in the 
theory that ‘‘blood is thicker than 
water’’ it should be unpopular in 
future for any man to try to make 
votes in the United States by 
‘twisting the lion’s tail,’’ and 
equally impossible for any man to 
gain political prestige in Canada 
by twaddle about the danger of 
‘truck and trade with the Yan- 
kees,’’ 


Admitting Failure. 

The unrestricted submarine war- 
fare has been carried on for a 
year. The vessels sunk by the

undersea boats during this year 
represent three times the tonnage 
of ships built in Great Britain and 
the United States. When that has 
been said, however, the utmost 
claim that can be made on behalf 
of the pirates has been allowed. 
When Berlin, in January of last 
year, announced its intention of 
sinking everything carrying sup- 
plies to the Allied countries the 
German people were told that the 
submarine would destroy a million 
tons of shipping per month, and in 
six months would starve England 
into submission. As a matter of 
fact in twelve months the sub- 
marine sank something over five 
million tons, and failed to starve 
England. Against this destruction 
of Allied tonnage is to be placed 
the unrestricted lawlessness 
brought the United States into the 
war, and incidentally led to the 


seizure of nearly seven hundred 
thousand tons of German shipping 
in United States ports. That the 
submarine menace has not been al- 
together abolished is tragically 
true. But that the submarine has 
failed to accomplish what was in- 
tended and expected from it is 
equally true. In fact the German 
people are now being told that 
they must base their hopes of vic- 
tory, not upon the submarines, 
‘but upon a great drive by the 
{German army against the western 
front. That change of tone on the 
part of the war-makers is admis- 
sion that the submarine, with all 


its horrible achievements, has 
failed. 
Why Not Announce? 


New York reports that special 
trains carrying food for the Allies 
are running over United States 
railways to Atlantic ports. If it 
were announced that train loads 
of food stuffs were being forward- 
ed from Canada to the Allies en- 
couragement would be given to 
the campaign for food saving in 
this country. 


Getting To The Point. 

At a recent session of the Com- 
mission which is considering the 
alleged value of C.N.R. stock, Sir 
William Meredith reaised the

production; in fact increasing the cost 
of wheat and food production to more 
than double the amount that actualiy 
wouid be necessary if a sane system of 
procedure was resorted to.

Irom Vancouver Province.

“Thig seems strange to us and ¢o the 
manufacturers in view of the fact that 
British Columbia and the whole of 
Western Canada have been truly loyal 
to the Empire as shown so conclusive- 
ly in the last election, by making it 


possible for a Union Win-the-War 
government to take office. 
“I do not Know whether the gov- 


ernment finds it necessary to pa.uer 
to the Province of Quebec, but in my 
own opinion some immediate measure 
should be taken to impress on the

Fitzstmmons-Maher Bout Was One of the Shortest on Record. 

Twenty-two years ago today, Feb. 21, 1896, Peter Maher and 
Bob Fitzsimmons met in their memorable battle in Mexico, opposite 
Langtry, Tex. That was one of the shortest bouts between really 
great fighters on record, for it lasted just one minute and thirty- 
five seconds, when Bob put one over on Peter's jaw that sent the 
Irishman to dreamland. 

Brief as was the bout, however, the spectators, several hundred 
in number, got some action for their money, and Bob later confessed 
that during the first minute of fighting Peter had him going. When 
Maher was knocked cold he always kept his eyes open, and this 
glassy stare caused some fans to dub Maher as a quitter, which was 
highly unjust. If he had been faking he would have closed his 
lamps. Peter and Bob traveled all over the South trying to find a 
place where they would be permitted to box, and finally had to pitch 
the ring in Mexico, so that the receipts were not sufficient to pay 
expenses. 

Old Peter Maher was born in Ireland about fifty years ago, and 
worked In a brewery before coming to America. He was in the ring 
for more than a score of years, and took part in hundreds of battles. 
He was too light for a heavyweight, weighing only about 165 pounds, 
but he took on all the best men of pugilism's major division. Before 
coming to America Maher won the welterweight, middleweight and 
heavyweight champlonships of Great Britain, His first fight on 
this side was with Jack Fallon, and a little later he knocked out 
three men in one night in New York. His first important bout was 
pulled off in California, where he whipped Joe: McCall in three 
rounds. Maher weighed 160 pounds, and McCall, the heavyweight 
champion of the Pacific Coast, was nearly six and a half feet high 
and tipped the beam at 220 pounds. Peter was knocked out by Kid 
McCoy in five rounds at Coney Island in 1900, and he was also de- 
feated by Joe Goddard. He also took part in several memorable 
battles with Tom Sharkey and others among the great runners-up of 
that golden age of American pugilism.

Minister Outlines Plan For Short Courses in Dairying and 
Schools of Instruction—Alberta Cheese Will be Stand- 
ardized Like Alberta Butter—Morkeburg Dairy of In- 
nisfail, and Carlyle of Calgary, Divide Honors. 


Short courses in dairying, establishment of schools for dairy in- 
struction, and the same assistance offered to the cheese industry of 
the province as has been given to the butter, were among the things 
announced as the policy of the government for the coming year by 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of Agriculture, in his opening ad- 
dress before the convention of Alberta Dairymen Wednesday morn- 
ing. The government wanted to establish standardization of Alberta 
cheese, the same as they had butter. 

Mr. Marshall said he took great pride in the size of the present 
convention, and compared it to some that he had attended when he 
first took office. During the last year, of the twenty-three first prizes 
offered at the principal Canadian fairs, Alberta had taken eighteen, 
which he thought was a remarkable showing. The department was 
prepared to go as far as possible in the assistance they could give to 
the dairymen in the way of education and inspection. But they did 
not intend to ever let the creamery business of the province get back 
to the basis of requiring help from the government, 


The Former Deficit,
